A rcapectful reference to the Constitution of the United States in an 
official utterance <if the Socialists is so unustial that it may be deemed 
worthr of especial attention Bot here are some of the other planks pf the 
tame Nation^ Sociali^it platform. They are taken from the section Ubded 
“Palitical Demands:** 

The abohtkMi of lha .Waoate. 

The aboUUoo of tba vaui power of the Preatie&L 
Tbo aPoHUoD of the power uaurpod by the buprwBM Court of iha 
United biatea to paaa niioo letrialatlon eoacied by t’oDsrcaa aa to (la cod* 
stUutloDaUty. National laws paaud be Uonvrew to be repealed or 
abroeated only by aet of CoDrree* or by a referendum of the wbola people. 

Thu.H it ap^ars that the re^ectfiil reference to the Constitution is not 
to he taken seriously—that the Socialiiit party is against the enforcement of 
the Constitution—ai^ainsl American institutions. This attitude of hostility 
to the Constitution is exhibited in another of the shorter planks of the Na¬ 
tional Socialist platform: 

That the CoikiUtultoa be amendabie by malorlty rote. 

But this plank is a. mere redundancy. What would be the need of going 
to the trouble of amending the Con.^titution if unconstitutional legislation 
by Congress could not be challenged and appealed from the legislative to 
the judicial branch of the government and declared null and void by the 
Supreme Court? ... 

The Socialist platform is a wild, visionary, revolutionary farrago, un¬ 
patriotic to the core, at war w'ith American traditions, principles and in- 
itincis—a political crazy-quilt. 

It will fail to Command the support of a great many voters who io 
local elections have cast their ballots for the candidates of the Social-Demo¬ 
cratic parly. (Evening Wisconsin)

A t the lime of its adoption no one considered the constitution of 
the United .Slates anything hut a miserable piece of patch- 
work—a stnpi<] imitation of the English constitution—which 
had to be amended a dozen times before it couUl be adopted 
by tbc th'rteen original states. It really satisfied nobotiy. 

Huwt.ver, by and by it dawned npon the 5 V)uthcm slave barons 
that they could hide behind this constitution to defend black slatVery. 
They were right about that, and it took a terrific umr to patch up 
and amend once more what had l)ei*n noor patch-work to begin with. 

• • p 

After the war the growing capitalist class, which for a while had 
been very much dissatisfied with the constitution, found out that, just 
becatise the constitution was antiquated and unsatisfactory, the capi¬ 
talists could make the same use of it for their own ends as did the 
slave barons for theirs. So tlte constitution became a blessed and holy 
document once more. It was again, in the seventies and eighties, the 
fetich of every lawyer and every school teacher. Only it was then 
the Northern fetich. The fervor of the 5 >oiith had been rather chilled 
the "niggprs’ amendments" as the result of the war. 

• * • 

However, the South has found a way to get around these amend¬ 
ments. And the unthinking of the North and the South imite in do¬ 
ing reverence to a poor make-shift which tried to combine the con¬ 
stitutional ideas of l(lontesquieu with the archaic conception of an ex¬ 
ecutive with despotic powers, as borrowed by Hamilton from the 
English constitution. 

But the intelligent men of all classes during the last 20 years have ■ 
become convinced that our constitution must he clianged. Not only 
the proletariat and the middle class demand this, bot even the pluto¬ 
crats ailm it it. Only men who. Rip Van Winkle-like. luve slumbered 
In a sleepy hollow on the comer of Michigan and Milwaukee streets, 
seem to know nothing about this necessity. 

, ... 

No doubt there were many leading men at the close of flie Ameri¬ 
can Revolution who were in favor of adopting the British constitu¬ 
tion, as they understood it. Only, this being a republic, they were 
very much more afraid of the people, of the mob, than they tyould 
have been in a monarchy. They admitted that. Therefore they wanted 
a strong executive, "oiie that could dare to execute his powers”—as 
Hamilton stated it. 

That is how we got our kind of a president for the United Sutes. 
That is also the reason why we have the Senate—“to represenr the 
wealthy and the better class of our land.” 

And that is also the reason why we have the "additional check” 
by the courts. 

•' • • • 

Everybody was not satisfied with this. 

Thomas Jefferson, of course, was' not. 

But even at a much later day Henry Clay compared our presi¬ 
dency to "an elective monarchy—the worst form of old govern¬ 
ments.” 

And he was right, inasmuch as with the exception of the 
Ctar of Russia, there is not a monarch in the world wlm hat at much 
power as the Ftesident of the United States. He is not only the chief 
executive, but also a part of the law-making machine — and what 
pert I He counts as much as two-thirds of the House of Representa¬ 
tives and the Senate combined. No wonder that even Daniel Webster 
once said, "The contest for am has been to rescue liberty from the 
grasp of executive power. The President carries on the ravemment; 
an the rest are only sub-contractors. A Briareus sits in the center of 
our system, and with his hundred hands tauebes everything, moves 
everything, controls everything. I ask, is this republicanism? Is 
this a government oi laws?" 

• • • 

And it is almost unnecessary to show what the United States Senate 
was from its beginning, and what it is now. 

We an know that it was the stronghold of the slave barons, com- 

C lling the solution of the slavery question by force of arms. We an 
ow that H is now the bulwark of the railroads and trusts. 

The oil trust, the railway trust, the sugar trust, the steel trust, 
and every rtAiber concern praying upon the common people, have their 
representatives in the Senate. 

It was and is tha home, not only_ of men like Calhoun and Hanna, 
—who were at Iraat itatewnen in thinr way—but also the roost of cotn- 
mon pirates like Clark of Momaaa, Barton of Kansas, Bailey of 
Texas, Aldrich of Rhode Island, the ab id i n g place mi filthy money 
sharks like Platt and Depew of New York and Guggenheim of Cok^ 
rado. 

Seats in the United States Senate were bought, and are bought, 
almost openly. 

Thera is hardly an honest or decent man in the United States Sen- 
ite, with the exception of Robert M. LaFoIlette, and even he very 
often sacrifices his manhood to his ambition. 

In fact, there are very few men in the United States Senate who 
srould not have the time of their lives, in a revolution, "to show why 
diey should not be hanged"—if I may be permitted to borrow and 
adapt the phrase of Camille Desmoulins.

The separatioo into two houses was accepted upon the precedent 
mi the British Parliament, and on no real grounds whatever. 

Of die original states, at die time of the adoption of the oonstitu- 
doo, two had to one Itosladre chamber eadi, and the cooftoration 
«f 1775 had no more. When the proposition was made to divide the 
Coogrem into two branches, three states, the great state of New York 
among them, recorded their votes apatnst it, and the ddegatioo of an- 
alher, Maryland, was equally divided on the sulriect.

The newspapers have been mak¬ 
ing a good deal of the Socialist 
campaign for congress in thcEiglith

formidable power, the English nation was already preparing tlie 
forces which were to reduce the House of I>orda to tlie secondary 
position it now occ^ies . And, as everybody knoW'. itiere is now a 
strong tendency in Imgland to abolish the "upper hcose" altogether. 

• * • 

However, even the Senate is not "in it” as an dbo,.icle to progress 
and ju.stice when compared with the position our judiciarj- occupies as 
an illegitimate part of our law-making bodv—and in telling the i>eople 
what they may wrant and what they may not. 

And this monstrous guardianship of the judiciar.v over tlie people, 
dictating to them w liat is law and what is not, Is purely an .dinerieaii 
institution. 

No other nation in the world has it. No other na'.ioii in the world 
would stand for it. 

• « * 

Tlie British constitution, of which ours is other',vise a faithful 
copy, knows nothing like it The germ of the disease wa* put into our 
constitution by the consen-atives of tlie type of Alex ander Hamilton 
and liad the warm support of all the ex-Royalisls—but the disease was 
developed by the shrewd manipulations of some supreme justices. 

The Hamilton clique had created Ihe Senate to take tlie place of 
the House of Lords. Yet it was still afraid of the common people. It 
wanted something in the place of the king. And, mind son, not the 
constitutional king of England either. They wanted the absolute king 
of tile Fifteentb or Sixteenth centuries, and they got him. He is our 
American judge. 

And this King Judge, and his retinue of lawyers now the dis- 
tinguisliing mark between the -American people and all others on earth. 

• • • 

And perhaps the most dangerous judge to the riglils of the peo¬ 
ple is the feticral judge. Federal judges are apptotrd bv the 1‘resi- 
dent of the United States upon the rccomnienoation of our prominent 
business men. that is, upon the recommendation of oiir railroad presi¬ 
dents and millionairejnamifacturecs. 

Tlieiederal judge almost invariably is a corpotatinn lawyer. He 
is appointed for life—and his very environment makes him part and 
parcel of the .American plutocracy. 

The federal judge looks down upon the state judiciary very much 
in the same way as the regular army looks down n|>oti tlie militia. 

Every federal judge nowadays is an enemy of cm ilcniocratic in¬ 
stitutions and an adversary of the common people. Every federal judge 
becomes a regular fiend when he has to decide qiiertioiic regarding tlie 
rights of the tailoring class. 

The federal judiciary of the United .States is tlie last resort of 
the corporations, railroads and all kinds of plutocntk evil-doers in 
their straits. There they can get help and comfort when the legis¬ 
lators, whom they usually own, become frightened M the anger of the 
people. There they can get "injunct^jis” galore, or judge-made law 
to suit every occasion. 

• • * 

Now this constitution has never been changed except by bkxidy 

war. 

It takes a two-thirds majority of Congress, and in addition 
thereto a majority of three-fourths of the legislatures of all the 
states, to change it. And that can never be gotten. As it stands now. 
the constitution can only be changed by resolutions ajid a ses of blood. 

We Socialists want a constitution tiiat can be jtoinderl by a ma¬ 
jority vote of all the people. The American Roverienrifcl is a democracy 
—at least it pretends to be one. The people ought to rule. 

And every law passed by our representatives ouglil to bold good 
unless repealed by our law-givcrs, or rcjccterl by a r.iajority of the 
people. 

Is this idea of majority rule—"a wilil, visionary, revolution¬ 
ary farrago, unpatriotic to llie core, at war with American tradi¬ 
tions, principles and instincts ?" 

• • • 

However, the capitalists make the fatal mist^t of their very ex¬ 
istence when they trust to judges and senates to check the will of an en¬ 
raged people. 

• • • • ^ 

An "upper house” whi-h, during a revolutioain’ [leriod, should 
resolutely oppose itself to the branch of the legislalarr more directly 
representing the excited state of popular feeling aibuld be infallilily 
swept away. And consult any history as to what Mcanic of the kings 
and mdges in either the English or the French reviuiioiis. 

It is the destiny of an "upper houra" to become inojeralhr in 
the verv case in which its effective operation would hive the liest chance 
of producing less harm than good. And as to tbf "judges,” they 
simply eease to exist at the very first outbreak 

• * * 

On the other hand, John Stuart Mill and otto great thinkers 
point to the eonservatism of the great masses wheniirgaiiized and per¬ 
mitted to express their will. v 

And that is easily explained. ' 

We cannot change legislative act, or acta, fhe habits and Ihe 
mode of thinking.produced by generations. The (matrst force in ex¬ 
istence in the cosmic world, as in the history of natfen’, is the force of 
isurtia. This foree,_ which holds the globe in ita |j|»ce, also prevents 
unnecessary ravolutions. 

• • • 

If any counter-force is advisable, it should father be in favor of 
motion than of a standstill. 

All that is necessary to give expression to thk terrific connler- 
revolutionary power of inertia would be to give tbc masses the widest 
chance to speak tlieir will. Give the people the lidl referendum, and 
God knows process will be slow etiough. The rgftmrndum is the most 
eonservativt pmUieal fomr in existenee, at the eaBmple of .Swiiier- 
land proves, where it has breti in use for years. And vet the referen¬ 
dum it infinitely stronger than alt the senates and all tlie presidents 
in the world, because no democratic power is gtca|lrn<i>igh tn re«i>q it. 

• • • -,1: 

It is said thare must be in a federal goveran^t some institution, 
tome authority, some body possessing the vefa txtohich the separate 
states, conipowBff the confedraalion, are all e qu a l .I amfess this doc¬ 
trine hat to me no self-evidence. The state of Detitorr is not equal in 
power or influence to the state of New York, and cjiKv>i be made so b>' 
giving an equal veto in the Senate. If a veto Beer'sary, let tlie 
people according to their number in all the staiaa ip the vetoing. 

The other argunient—^the neceasity of a cooBtermise or counter¬ 
balance or check against had legislation—looks a little Viter. 

But if one considers it clorar. as now practicad, it is even worse. 
Most good legislation is alwavs opposed in the “attpet lioiise"—in the 
Smte—most of the bad legislation always originapd tlicre. 

/ If a counter-balance is necessary, let thtt pq||>lr lie the roiinter- 
hniance. Let every law stand, unless it is cither tg|i«isletl bv the legis¬ 
lature or rejected by a referendum. 

• • • 

If there is anv correction to be done in a dkntocracy—then let 
democracy do it. Ilf there is a corrective needed, >1 ilctiKicracy pro¬ 
vide for it. , ,. 

Therefore the Sodalist platforn says: AhoHah the Senate. Take 
the veto power away from the President. AboKsli tlie fwwer of the 
conrts to make and unmake laws. '

to this report about the coiime»‘ 
intentions we do not know, as tliere 
is as yet no infnmutioii on the sub¬ 
ject from Sociilist .sources. The 
party chances in the Eighth Dis¬ 
trict arc. however, not altogctlier 
hoi>eIess. fi r the district comprises 
part of tlie coal mining belt of the 
state. C. E. Wliartoii, of Kenton, 
the .‘socialist caiulidate, is a man of 
considerable means and lias dune 
mucli to assi.si the jXK<r |>eople in 
the district, and nattirallv is very 
popular. Congressman Cole, wIhv 
lives in Findlay, is up for re-elec¬ 
tion. but he has considerable op¬ 
position In his own party. In fact, 
tlic revolt against Cole is said to 
have become so pronounced tiiat the 
bosses fear a stampede and have 
ap|>oaled to Alice Roosevelt Long- 
worth to come into the district and 
liypnotlzc tlie voters. It was to 
meet this move that tlie l^ialist 
candidate hinted at a possible tour 
by tlie Coimless of Warwick. The 
district is considered Kepiihlicaii, 
hut, as the Deniocrats arc ready for 
a campaign of unusual activity, it 
may develop into a three-cornered 
figlit, witli tlic result rather in 
doubt. 

IViiirkc Cockraii, one of tlie few 
capitalist lawyers with a |>ast-— 
ahem!—lias broken out again 
against the Socialists. He seek' to 
tell the millions of toilers now in 
the chains of wage slavery that they 
heller hug their chains, because So¬ 
cialism means servitude. .Also, if 
all men were obedient followers of 
Christ. Itc says, none would attetiqit 
to injure, or oppress, or defraud 
his neighbor, meaning that the only 
ills suffered by the pet'pie torlay are 
individual ills. Which is a lawycr- 
like effort to lake the minds of men 
away from the fact that tlicre can 
be gooil or bad social systems as 
well as gocKi and hail men. and that 
no matter how well-meaning indi¬ 
viduals may be a had system will 
still be oppressive. .And the capi¬ 
talist system is a bad .system and it 
is o|)prcssive, and as long as it lasts 
tlie industrious class will live in 
anxiety and misery. No one can 
become economically secure by 
actuallv practicing tlic gulden rule 
under it, which is a fact that Cock- 
ran is very willing to ignore. 

Archilnld Hadden, of the First 
Congregational Church. Muskegon. 
Mich., has a readable paper on 
Qiri.stiaiihy and .Socialism in tbc 
current issue of Unity. .Among 
other things, he says: "Tlic Chris¬ 
tian miisl sympathize with some of 
the ideals of .'Socialism. The alxdi- 
lion of poverty .ind idleness, the 
Iransfomiation of drudgery into 
pleasiirahlc activity, the cr|uitalile 
distribution of the burdens of lift 
and society among its members, 
these arc conditions we arc all 
working and praying for.” But he 
shows his rather superficial under¬ 
standing of .Socialism by referniig 
to it as an "imperfectly tried ex¬ 
periment,” wherefor Christians con¬ 
verted to it must not cxjiect too 
much of it. etc. An "untried ex¬ 
periment” is scarcely the term to 
apply to a movement based on in¬ 
dustrial and social, evolution, unless 
one wishes to recklessly call evoiii- 
tion itself an experiment. 

And, much as ,\Ir. Hadden sliows 
his leaning toward Socialism, lliere 
are few Sicialists but would criti¬ 
cise his idea that “before we ran 
have an ideal social state we must 
have honest, hrave. inlelligent and 
reliable members of society." 

Does man corrupt society or does 
society corrupt man? Students of 
economics have rea.soii to take the 
latter view. .At all events environ¬ 
ment powerfully shapes the lives 
of all classes. And the fact that 
Christianity lias been liard at work 
ail these centuries woiiing on the 
individual, and has not snccecrierl 
.sufficiently to have the rescued units 
purify society as a whole, show.s 
that environment has been a more 
potent force tlian persnasioii. 

The fart is, human nature is all 
right, and i* only distorted when 
conditions <lo not permit it to be 
itself. Capitalism means "each for 
himself and the devil take the 
Irindemiost.” and such a brutish 
struggle never can develop tlie best 
that lies m human nature. 

Sa_\s the eslifor of Unity: "The 
fixilish s<)uatibles ami eiqicnsivc 
and wicked inactivity at Washing- 
lon these ilays is a scambl and a 
crime. Both Rcinililicans and Dcm«»- 
crats are playing cIk's at the n.i- 
lion's cxipcnsc. The Proliihition 
and Socialist jiarties ha>'e a con¬ 
tention that i.s definite and worthy 
of consideration. The other jiar- 
lies are like two men overixjard 
quarreling to gel posession of the 
same plank with which they hope 
to save their lives.”

Congress has adjourned again, 
and it is now being sioken of as tlie 
ilo-nothing congress. Tlut is. how¬ 
ever, a rather misleading term. For 
a congross of capitalist politicians of 
both high and low degree that does 
notliing for the people does some¬ 
thing for capitalist interests —and 
thiswas certainly sowilh tiie session 
of the Sixtieth Congress just con¬ 
cluded. It failed to institute postal 
savings banks. It failed to ailopt a 
national child lalxir bill. It failed 
to pass an anti-injnnctiun law. It 
failed to pass a law requiring the 
making inililir of campaign cx-
